DIRECTIONS  FOR  ERECTING  OUR  FENCING 

Set  your  posts  firmly  in  the  ground,  at  least  three  feet 
down.  Use  posts  enough  to  make  a  good  fence.  Put  a 
good  brace  at  the  first  or  straining  post.  Mark  your 
posts  where  you  desire  the  top  selvage  to  come.  Do 
not  try  to  stretch  the  web  to  make  it  unnaturally  wide. 
Drive  a  null  part  way  into  each  post  on  the  line  near  the 
top  of  the  post.  Unroll  the  fencing  and  hang  it  on  these 
nails,  drawing  it  out  straight.  Staple  the  selvages  and 
intermediate  wires  firmly  to  first  post.  Be  careful  that 
the  end  of  the  web  is  square;  that  is,  that  the  twists  are 
each  above  the  other,  true.  Take  a  "ratchet"  stretcher 
and  draw  top  selvage  quite  tight,  and  staple  it  for  say 
200  feet  while  being  drawn.  Then  draw  the  bottom 
selvage  moderately  tight,  and  give  the  top  selvuue  an- 
other stretch  so  as  to  make  it  very  tight.  You  can 
draw  with  your  hands  the  intermediate  wires  to  keep 
them  even  with  selvages.  Be  careful  to  have  selvages 
straight  and  tight,  but  do  not  attempt  to  unduly  exi)and 
the  netting  at  the  posts;  simply  make  it  hang  smooth  on 
the  posts  at  width  it  will  easily  come  to.  If  there  are 
any  large  obstructions,  remove  them  if  possible;  if  im- 
possible or  the  ground  is  uneven,  cut  the  web  at  the  top 
in  start  ins?  up  hill,  and  at  the  bottom  going  down  hill. 
Galviinizi'd  staples  are  the  best.  They  and  "ratchet" 
stretchers  are  both  sold  by  dealers,  or  we  can  supply 
them  at  prices  given  on  page  11.
